SOME NOTES CF JUNELUD. ALARKS 
I presume everyone is aware cf the FCC regulation concerning the requirement 
for some means of CCNELRAD. alerm system for cll stations when they are in 
operation, Some of us use 4 TV set or a BC set, These are fine if they are 
capable of indiceting an clarm during the time your trensmitting. And that 
these sets are not loud cnough” to be heard on the transmitter by the party 
at the recieving end, Many home BC sots arc susceptible to DCI, these are 
useless as a coetrad alarm, However, they perhaps could be modified with 
a low pass filter on the antenna input if they don't have a built in antenna, 
There is nothing that can be done to a BC set with a built-in antenna if it 
has DCI, There is one way to provide a relinble alorm system, and that is 
to use a JC set as the FCC says it, " Cf good engineering design". A DCset 
of good engineering design is quite common in cur country. Nearly every 
automobile radio of good quality is such a set, They have to be to operate 
near the ignitionsystem in a car, Did you ever heat of anyone getting DCI 
on a car radio except fcr perhaps these very cheap sets, (This fact about 
DC sets is also handy to know if your neighbor ecmplains about DCI, Ask him 
if he can hear you on his cor radio), 


Car radios thet operate on 6 veilts are casy to convert to 110 VAC, All that 

is needed isa 6 VAC 10 omp filment transformer, Remove the vibrator fran 
the set and disconnect any center tap from grcund cn the primary of the 
vibrator transformer, Lastly comect the secondary of the filment transformer 
to the primary cf the vibrator transfcrmer, Also check the filament wiring 

in the set and ecnnect it to the filment transformer, I have converted several 
and this convericn methode worked on everyone, Cld used 6 volt car radios 
should oe available at junk yords ete, very checply. 


A radio ~s such is not a conelrad alarm until Something is done to it to 
elimenate the need for listening to the program material, An ideal alerm 
would be o red warning lamp cr a buzzer when a conelrad alarm is in effect, 
In the figure shown is a circuit which turns on a relzy when the radio station 
leaves the air. In this area WIB is strong encught to provide enough AVC 
voltage to hold a l2AE7 in a cut-off condition while their transmitter is on 
the air. The relay in the plote circuit is normally not energized, It only 
becomes energized when the AVC goes tc zero volts, At this point the 
plate current will be sufficient to opercte themlay. It is important that 
you use the proper resistence in serics with the velay as shown in the chart, 
So measure the Bf voltage on your radio before you complete the modifications 
as show, 4 word of caution, this circuit will work only with a 12et7 and 
the rclay specified herein. To use any other relay would reqiire the selection 
of another value of series resistance, for proper performance, The rolay 
contacts can carry 5 amps so you could use it to turn on almost any type 
alarm thet you desire,
